“MY COUNTRY, ‘TIS OF THEE.” 


The New York Tribune’s London 
correspondent interviewed Al. H. 
Woods recently, and an elaborate story 
in that paper’s edition of January 29, 
1913, quotes Mr. Wood's startling pre- 
diction of a theater panic. Mr. Woods 
said: 

“It wouldn’t surprise me if before 
long half the theaters on Broadway 
were turned into automobile garages, 
where people will store their cars 
while enjoying the evening at the pic- 
ture palaces. The whole trouble is 
that there are too many theaters in 
New York and no plays to put in them 
—that is, no successes. At the present 
time there are only four real successes 
in New York, and there are sixty-eight 
theaters. 

“I have had to go to Paris to ar- 
range with Pierre Veber and a French 
colleague of his to write a play. I had 
to go there because there did not seem 
to be any good material in America. 
The average American playwright will 
deal with the conventional. They all 
want to tell the same old triangular 
love story, of which the public is now 
so heartily tired.” 

Our producers exhibit rare diplo- 
macy in covering up the real reasons 
for their European trips by declaring 
that the American play product is not 
up to standard. As if every real stu- 
dent of the stage doesn’t know they 
secure foreign plays because they are 
less expensiv (initially and in actual 
production), than the genuine blown- 
in-the-bottle American brands! The 
low admission prices charged by for- 
eign theaters makes it necessary to 
produce plays with small casts. Plays 
with small casts mean small weekly 
pay rolls. By choosing those which 
have had a fair run in London, Berlin 
or Paris, the American producer seek- 
ing material on foreign soil has a 
demonstrated product, cheap to pro- 
duce. As a rule, foreign authors are 
so anxious to have their plays pro- 
duced in America that the royalty con- 
tracts are “jokes.” But it would not 
constitute good policy for our pro- 
ducers to reveal the real reasons for 
foreign importations, so they continue 
to bring over the European plays, with 
European conceptions of plot and 
theme interest, expecting Americans 
to digest them. 

But the real humor of the situation 
Hes in the fact that the men who pre- 
tend to heroically rescue American 
theatricals by seeking material on the 
Other side are the very ones who have

Were 
not most of the recent, glaring Broad- 
way failures importauons? Trying to 
get two-dollar prices at a Broadway 
theater for a twenty-five cent English, 
German or French play, is enuf to 
drive any theater to the “movies.” 

The assertion that American play- 
wrights can not produce original ma- 
terial is not worthy of serious accept- 
ance. Perhaps the kind of playwrights. 
the producers have kept on their favor 
books for twenty years, because of a 
hit of two decades ago, are incapable 
of developing new ideas. When the 
shows written by these satellites fail, 
America is declared a bankrupt so far 
as plays are concerned. What guar- 
antee has an American producer that 
a new play, written by a French, Eng- 
lish or German writer, who has 
achieved success, will not be “the same 
old triangular love story, of which the 
public (American) is now so heartily 
tired’?

KELLARD SCORES AS SHYLOCK. 


New York, Jan, 29 (Snecial to The Billboard). 

John E. Kellard's Shylock, in The Merchant 
of Venice, last week's offering at the Harris, 
instead of proving merely a relief by way of 
intermission between Kellard's long stretches of 
playing Hamlet, proved a distinct surprise.

It is not probable that this telegram could 
have been sent by Buffalo Bill personally, as 
The Billboard’s Chicago representativy read a 
letter Sunday afternoon, February 2, in which 
it was stated that Col. Cody was in Denver.. Thi!s 
communication is said to be in the form of a 
personal letter from Major Burke to H. H. Croff 
It was also stated in this letter that Mr, Cody 
Was personally interested in the scheme of hold 
ing a big exposition in Denver during 1914-15, 
to draw patronage from persons stopping at 
Denver to and from the Panama Pacific Expo 
sition, which will be held in San Francisco in 
1915. The city of Denver has raised $35,000 to 
date in encouragement of this exposition plan, 
and it is said that Buffalo Bill will do all in 
his power to further the project. The city of 
Denver will strive to increase the fund of $100, - 
000. One of the heaviest contributors to the 
amount already subscribed is a Denver film con 
cern. 

The fact that Buffalo 
Mr. Tammen for the season of 1914 and 1913. 
makes it probable that negotiations now being 
carried on between Mr. Tammen and Col. Cody 
might culminate in the separation of Buffalo 
Bill and Major Gordon Lillie in 1913.

There isn’t a sing-e vocation in the whole 
theatrical world that is more thankless than 
that of treasurer or ticket seller, and there is 
no branch or department of the business that gets 
less publicity or which receives less recognition 
or fewer mentions in the theatrical newspapers. 

The individual member of the audience throws 
down his money, grabs his ticket and passes 
on, that is, if be is a self-respecting and well- 
regulated member of society, We seldom take 
into consideration the bundred and one foolish 
questions that are askt of the man who sels 
the tickets, nor do we often realize the abuse 
that is often showered upon the head of the 
man who is the salesman of the goods which 
the manager hag to offer and thru whose 
hands all of the money that goes to make the 
fortunes of the theater and show owners passes. 
Our progressiv friend, M. T. Middleton, whose 
activities at the Garden Theater, Buffalo, have 
made his name famous in burlesque, recently 
publisht the following ‘‘Box Office Don’ts,”’ 
which are we!l worth reprinting. Here they are: 

Don't put your money down on the box office 
window and look blankly at the ticket seller. 
Teli him how many and what priced seats you 
want. It he was a mind reader he wouldn't 
be selling tickets. 

Don't walk away and leave your change on 
the window shelf. If you can’t take care of 
your own money, don’t expect anyone else to 
do it for you. If you do leave it lay, when you 
come back for it don’t get sore at the ticket 
seller, he’s not supposed to run after you. 

Don’t come around to the evening show at 
8:30 and expect to get your choice of front 


row seats. If the front row seats were not 
sold before 7:30 theaters would have to close 
up. 


Don't order tickets by telefone unless you 
are sure you want them and mean to take them. 
By so doing you simply deprive someone else 
of them who is at the winduw with the money 
in his band. After 8 p. m. all seats should be 
on sale at the disposal of those who want tlem. 
If the ticket seller holds them after that hour 
be may have to pay for them himself. 

In spite of the fact that the elevators are 
gmal) and the traffic heavy, the boys who handle 
the lifts at the Columbia Theater Building, 
manage to handle the crowds in a highly satis- 
factory manner, They always appear to be in 
a pleasant frame of mind and seem to take 
pleasure in their work.

A PETITION FOR SUNDAY SHOWS, 


Buffalo, N. Y., (Jan. 29 (Special to The Bil! 
board).—The management of the Garden, the 
Eastern Wheel burlesque theater here, is work 
ing hard to secure a repeal of the laws for- 
bidding Sunday shows at local theaters, and 
M. T, Middleton, the aggressiv and enterprising 
manager of the house, has framed a petition, 
which the members of the audience are requested 
to sign and which when complete, will be sub- 
mitted to the governor of the state, to be read 
before the state legislature at Albany.. The 
petition, which is creating quite a mild sen- 
sation bere, and to which the local papers have 
all devoted more or less space, is worded as 
follows: 

A PETITION. 

“We, the undersigned citizens of the City of 
Buffalo and State of New York, do hereby pe. 
tition the governor and members of the legis- 
lature, to repeal the law pertaining to the 
closing of theaters on Sunday, and to enact 
a law permitting theatrical performances on that 
day. This we ask in the interest of working 
people who cannot conveniently attend on any 
other day, and feel that thelr personal liberty 
is being curtailed in denying them the same 
pleasures enjoyed by thelr more fortunate 
brothers, 

“Knowing that many young men and women 
do not and cannot be persuaded to attend church 
on Sundays, we believe that there is less con- 
taminating influence, and less harm to the morals 
of these young peop'e In a properly conducted 
theater. with a censored play, than in the 
clandestine pleasures they are obliged to seek 
in lien thereof. 

“Patrons of this theater who approve of this 
suggestion will kindly sign names and addresses 
below, and place in the box at the door.’’ 

The succesg of the movement would probably 
make a large difference in the weekly receipts of 
the theaters bere, but is doubtful if the new 
policy will be greeted with the approbation of 
the performers. to whom it will mean another 
city where fourteen performances a week will 
have to be played.

INTERESTING INTERVIEWS No. 7. 


. We realized that the modesty of the directing heads of Joseph W. 
Stern & Co. would preclude the presence of our artist, so we employed 
William J. Burns’ methods. The night before the morning of the inter- 
view, we broke into the second story of the building devoted to the 
musical exploitations of this concern, and attached a dictograf to the 
offices of Joseph W. Stern, Edward Marks and Henry Stern (better 
known as S. R. Henry). We then placed our artist in a store-room 
provided for waste papers, told him to listen to the conversation (which 
would be reported verbatim by the wonderful machine), and went home 
to quietly slumber and dream of the impending interview. 

Morning came, and its dawning found us in front of the Stern 
building, waiting for 10 a. m. When the psychological hour arrived, we 
found the three great men ensembled in the private office of Joseph W., 
and, after carefully setting the dictograf in motion, we got down to 
business. 

“Have a cigar’ asked Joseph W., in the tone of a man who hoped 
we'd say that we smoked nothing but cigarets. Our refusal brought a 
gleam of hope to the dark eyes of Edward Marks. “Have a cigaret?”’ 
he asked, almost taking it for granted (judging by his inflection) that 
we never smoked them. When we again refused (partly because we saw 
neither cigar nor cigaret extended towards us), Henry nodded approval 
and said: “I don’t see why people should care to smoke; I never do.” 
Having satisfied themselves that the visitor would not prove an ex- 
pensiv entertaining proposition, Joseph W. produced a solitary cigar, 
Edward Marks permitted a cigaret to appear between his fingers, and 
Henry produced a stick of chewing gum and placed it in his mouth, 
after an awkward moment of hestitation that implied how carefully he 
had weighed the question of offering us part of it. 

“I notice you ask most of the men you interview questions regarding 
obscene, indecent, suggestiv songs,’’ said Joseph W. impressivly. ‘Well, 
you won't have to go to the trouble in this interview. For most of our 
great successes are foreign songs. The melodies are the same as the 
originals (heaven be praised!), but the words are translated and put 
into verse form by American lyricists. Most of these fellows do such 
wretched work that it would take some mighty clever obscenity to 
remain in the song after they finish their work of translation, or spoila- 
tion, whichever you'd care to call it. The same thing holds true with 
the Bible. At first = 

“If you’re going to talk about the Bible again, Joe,’ cried Marks in 
bored tones, “I’ve about eight good hours of dictation to clean up in 
the outer office. By the time I conclude, you'll probably be pretty near 
the end of your lengthy oration.’”” To us: “When I return, you can 
continue the interview.” 

Joseph W. smiled in his peculiar way, maintained a silence that 
seemed to bespeak volumes, and Henry lookt as tho he'd rather be at 
work composing a new melody than in the company indicated under 
the conditions enumerated. 

“I don’t think it will be necessary for me to proceed with that 
dictation,’ said Marks, glancing keenly at his partner. 

The expression on Henry's face recalled the story of the ancient 
magician, who, as weather man for a heathen nation, had promised 
to subdue an impending storm, sincerely desired to do so, but didn’t 
know just how to go about it. His remarks were extremely irrelevant, 
but they served to delay the impending storm. 

“T’ve got a leather-bound scrapbook that I'd like to show you some 
of these days,’ he cried genially. “I keep all clippings of good things 
said about our firm, cut from dramatic papers, in this portfolio. The 
pages used to fill very rapidly. But, now, the dramatic papers are wiser 
than they used to be, and write up more news and less nonsense. I 
wish their reporters could understand that they’re not expected to do 
too much. They spoil everything by their foolish system of editing 
copy. But they can’t get the best of me. Now that they write fewer 
notes, I simply cut out the things they say twice, and fill up the pages 
of my scrap-book, anyway. Don’t think for a moment that this in- 
creases their circulation. We get as many free copies as we need, be- 
cause of our advertisements.” 

The interest which the other directing heads of the Stern organiza- 
tion took in the declaration of their associate was clearly demonstrated 
by the fact that neither made comment of any sort when Henry reached 
the climax of his little oration, chuckling with glee at the joke he was 
perpetrating upon the dramatic papers. 

“What Henry says is true,”’ cried Marks, as tho about to substan- 
tiate the gifted composer’s declaration. ‘We've started—and won— 
more law suits for infringements on our compositions than were ever 
before attempted in the history of the music business. Take, for in- 
stance, the recent case of os 

“If you're going to talk about cases, as you usually do, whenever 
you get a chance to ring litigation into an argument,” interrupted 
Joseph, somewhat petulantly, “it will afford me a splendid opportunity 
to keep that dinner engagement I made with Nat Mann, who just ar- 
rived from Chicago."””

“I’m thinking of getting a paper-bound scrap-book, also,” said 
Henry, seemingly oblivious to the remarks of his noble brother, “and 
keep a record of any slams dramatic papers make against compositions 
embraced in our catalogs.” 

“We're getting hold of a mighty good new foreign show,’ Marks 
remarked, with evident satisfaction. 

The wonderful coherence, sympathy and unity shown in the re- 
marks of “Joseph and his brethren’? made us anxious to see what im- 
pression our artist had conveyed of the conversation reported via dicto- 
graf. We excused ourselves hastily and rushed to the store-room. We 
found our artist fast asleep, while the picture of three angels, with 
gigantic wings, beamed forth from his wonderfully intelligent canvas. 

“Where in the devil did you get that idea?” we cried, kicking him 
in the shins in order to awaken him. 

“Oh,” he cried in accents of pride, gazing at the canvas, “I heard 
Joseph refer to the Bible when the blamed dictograf got out of order, 
so I drew the picture as best I could.” 

Our artist can’t understand why we destroyed that beautiful picture.

MY PARCEL POST MAN—Bert Kalmar is 
one of our younger lyricists who has written 
consistently thru a couple of seasons, without 
Striving to produce sensational songs, His work 
is always high in calibre, tho the fact that the 
firm he is writing for has developt such a 
marvelous writer in the form of a young fellow 
able to produce both lyrics and melodies, that 
Pert’s compositions suffer more or less. How- 
ever, he constantly strives to produce new and 
clever ideas, and, when it is remembered that 
hig Land of Harmony brought on a cyclone of 
imitations, additional interest must be evinct 
in his latest offering. This song is good thru- 
out. Bert’s lyric tells a story that rings true in 
nearly every line and starts out with a good, 
clear original expression, ‘‘I just got myself a 
bunch of happiness,’ and goes on to tell how 
the speaker, (a girl) has a sweetheart, thanks 
to Uncle Sam's new law. A very poor rhyme 
is struck in law and door, Strange to say, 
Irving Rirlin wrote the same terrible “hyme 
in At the Devil’s Ball. The reason for thig is 
found in the fact that most Easterners pro- 
nounce law as if it were spelt l-a-w-r and East- 
ern song writers cannot understand why the 
two words do not constitute a perfect rhyme. 
The best line in the chorus is the spontaneous, 
‘“‘Heaven bless and keep you, dear old Unele 
Sam,”"’ the climax line well calculated to arouse 
enthusisam, The second verse goes on to say that 
even when this lovin’ man is away, he se 
nice things via the parcel post route. Harry 
Puck’s music is wunusally pretty and has a 
linger'ng swing that clearly portrays how dear 
this lovin’ man is to the girl delivering the 
sng. (Watterson-Perlin & Snyder Co.)

PARIS 


The theater reflects the times just as truly as 
Shakespeare would bave it bold the mirror up to 
nature, In fact that’s just another way of 
saying the same thing. 

Here in France, for inStance, we have of late 
been assisting at aa awakening of patriotisin 
Which has grown to an almost alarming wake- 
fulness during the past few wonths. The re- 
naissance, so to Speak, began around the time 
the German gunboat cast auchor off Agadir and 
the patriotic tire bas not ceased te grow brighter 
ever since. 


At present one would think that war might be 
deciared at any minute against Germauy—for of 
course Germany is the e.emy and object at the 
blunt end of the unpopularity. 

All this is apropos of the theater, because the 
theater is reflecting this wave of national sen 
timent. Most everybody remembers the deluge 
of patriotic palys and songs and what not ex- 
per.enced in the United States about the time 
Dewey was plugging the Spanish mud-scows full 
of holes, off Manila, P. 1. 

Something similar to that is happening here 
now. We had a war on at the time to excite 
us, but the Frenchman does not require so much 
urging as we do and mere talk of war serves 
to do the business with him. 

Alsace (the name of the French province taken 
by the Germans after the Franco-German war 
of 1870) has been chosen for the latest patriotic 
thriller’s scene. And also for the name of the 
piece. It was produced this week at the The- 
ater Rejane, the noted actress ‘herself appearing 
in the principal feminin role. Gaston Leroux 
and Lucien Camille are co-authors. 

A young Alsacian, Jacques Orbay, born after 
the war, has remained behind in bis nativ land, 
his parents having been expulsed by the Germans 
on account of their love for Alsace and France. 
He serves his time in the German army, instead 
of in the Frengh army, and directs the factory 
which his father had been compelled to leave. 
He lives with other Alsacians, to whom the 
very name of France is dear, but who must 
needs talk very low of this love, for secret police 
in the employ of the Government are always 
hanging about to catch every word. 

Jacaues falls in love with Marguerite Schwartz, 
a German girl, whose family have immigrated 
to the new country. And Marguerite loves him. 
In spite of all Jacques’ mother says against the 
match, Jacques determines to marry the girl. 
The heart knows no country in matters of this 
sort; in love there are no frontiers. 

After marriage Jacques goes to live with his 
wife’s people. The environment is entirely dif- 
ferent. It was just as tho he had left Frencb 
soil to go and live in Germany, Customs, every- 
thing had changed, and some of these changes 
he felt keenly. His mother could never for- 
give the match and—perhaps because of this— 
Marguerite disliked her mother-in-law. This sit- 
uation caught Jacques as between two grinding 
stones, making things still barder for him to 
bear, 

Then too, there were two friends of the 
Schwartz family who made. Jacques’ Mfe wel 
nigh unbearable. They absorbed innumerable 
steins of beer nightly, with many ‘‘Hoch! Hoch! 
Der Kaisers’!"’ plus stories against the French, 
which made the Alsacian’s blood boil, 

Finally came rumors of war—followed by war 
itself. France and Germany were to have it 
out at last. Jacques, called to join his German 
regiment, rebelled. No! He would not bear 
arms against his nmativ land. His wife called 
to him from the one side to do his duty; his 
mother from the other to remember his own 
France. Torn between the aged questions of 
duty and love, he decided to compromise, he 
would go to Poland and not to war. 

In the street he enconntered blustering sol- 
diers. rollicking and shouting abuses against 
France. ‘‘A bas la France!"’ Unable to restrain 
himself with the ery ‘‘Vive la France!’’ Jacques 
plunged into the group fighting madly. And so 
he died. 


Madam Orbay, the proud mother, took charge 
of the bloody body of her son and bore it off 
to France for burial. He was her son after all!

The payment and receipt of the money were 
devoid of any formality, t/th McDougald and 
Burkee availing themselves of the opportunity 
for an exchange of pleasantries. The money 
Was contained in twenty-seven sacks, each sack 
containing $20,000. 

San Francisco voted the bond issue on May 
6, 1912. By an arrangement of the Exposition 
Company the city was saved approximately $25,- 
000. the interest on the bonds not commencing 
until the date of their sale, and the Exposition 
Company withholding its demand for the money 
anti) actually needed to meet expenses. The 
city will make the remaining payment to the 
Exposition Company on March 1.

the case before this idea was conceived, 

With the aid of four special park pvlicemec, 
I have found very little difficulty in controlling 
the crowds. A few examples of rowdyism have 
been severely punished by the courts. There 
Lave been no repetitions since. 1 have also 
prohibited the use and sale of intoxicating li- 
quors no matter what the circumstances may be 
which appear to call for it. Gambling in a 
its forms Is also under the ban. I feel thar 
this undoubtedly pays in the long run because of 
the better element I attract to my park. I ua 
doubtedly could get numerous picnics if I shoulu 
allow the use of beer, but I do not care for 
this kind of patronage and I feel better satis- 
fled without it, 

I have also made it a point to always do as 
I advertise. If, for example, I advertise a bal 
loon ascension for a certain evening I see to it 
that the balloon goes up, provided the weather 
permits. I never fail to carry out my advertised 
plans, unless, of course, peculiar conditions 
make it absolutely impossible. 

In closing, let me sum up briefly what I have 
said above. First of all, I get the crowd te 
attend by offering a five-cent fare for god 
and quick car service to and from the park, 
which | admit all free of charge. The crowds, 
when once there, will always provide their own 
amusements using those devices which I hav: 
furnisht. I look after the comfort of all who 
come and see to it that they are all protected 
from any annoyance from the toufs and other 
undesirables who are apt to attend such amuse- 
ment parks as mine. In the main, however, I 
let them alone and have found that they wil! 
invariably entertain themselves for heuis ar x 
time with very little assistance from me ex 
cept, as I have set forth above. In a word. 
I previde the means toward an end and th 
crowds will use those means for their own 
amusement, and I reap the harvest in good. eli 
cash.

cern, eyeing his extremely busy employes and 
turning the corners of his cage-like office with 
the mathematical precision of certain iababit 
ants of the zoological park? His ability to hud 
the exact center of his cuspidor from any angie 
of his otice has mystified many admirers of this 
iconoclast of the music game. 


Has anything aroused more universal comment 
than the peculiar twitching of Rubey Cowan's 
eyes and forehead, while this gifted, young 
composer is engaged in demonstrating one of 
his songs? Did you ever notice Lew Brown, at- 
tired in his best, standing in front of the Rega! 
Building, endeavoring to charm the fair sex? 
Iiave you failed to marvel at the convincing 
manner in which Al. Bryan acknowledges that 
he is the greatest song writer in the world (tho 
he doesn't care a snap for popular songs)? 

Weren't you surprised to note the pleasant 
manner in which Louis Bernstein addrest you, 
despite the deep, business-like look upon his 
face? Did you ever expect to get into Mose 
Gumble's private office so easily? Didn't you 
wender why Bennie Bornstein was altogether 
too busy to see you, or dropt everything in order 
to talk to you, according to the mood in which 
you found him? Didn't you think Homer How- 
ard would prove a more cheerful conversation- 
alist, after you viewed that robust face? Didn't 
you think Bert Grant would be a rather serious 
fellow, instead of a jolly joke dispenser? All 
these qualities (even from the cheerful, brisk 
manner of Jack Von Tilzer’s style of business 
managership, to Will Von Tilzer’s equally brisk 
but far less cheerful same), speak volumes to 
the careful observer. 

And each of these men and the many others 
gaining a livelihood—and more—from the music 
publishing game looks upon the field in which 
he is engaged and the opportunities of the be- 
ginner in the field from a separate and dis- 
tinct standpoint, 

Billy Jerome said, when interviewed, that he 
believes the young writer has a better chance 
today than ever before in the history of the 
music publishing business. Jerome is one of our 
oldest lyricists. Lew Brown, one of the young 
est. disputes this assertion vehemently. He 
declares that he (Brown), has little chance to 


comer’s chances. “If a fellow goes into an of- 
fice, hauls out the big chief, and says be has 
a wonderful song,"’ Vincent explains, ‘“‘he’ll 
stand a mighty poor chance to dispose of mans. 
scripts. But .f be talks with due modesty and 
evplains that be bas a few good ideas in a way 
calculated to make the boss think be really bas, 
nine times out of ten, be'll land. It all de 
pends upon the manner in which he goes abou 
things.’ 

louls Bernstein always consents to listen to a 
‘script in a manner that makes the writer think 
he’s certain to purchase it. But getting Bern 
stein to listen to a song and selling it are two 
different propositions. For be knows too much 
about how a good song should sound to be easily 
fooled. ‘‘Most of the songs presented by ama 
teurs are terrible," be declares. ‘But I think 
more about the song than the fellow presenting 
it and am always open for strong material—pbut 
seldom get it from the outside.’’ 

Mose Gumble explains that the system of the 
house (employing so many staff writers), re 
lieves him of the necessity of looking around 
for songs. Very few aspiring amateurs suc 
ceed in disposing of manuscripts to that sphinx 
of the Remick concern. Fred Belcher, whe 
passes final judgment upon the offerings. Mr. 
Belcher is usually very brief and makes a 
statement something like this: ‘“‘It's a pretty 
good song, but nothing exceptional. I've so 
many stackt away in the safe that I really can’t 
take any new ones.”’ 

Thus it will be seen that most of ‘“‘the regu 
lar guys’’ are pretty well satisfied with getting 
along and earning an bonest living. But they 
had to break in at one time, as rank amateurs, 
and the fact that wonderful writers, like Irving 
Berlin, went from house to house with songs 
the publishers ‘‘could not see,’’ a few short 
seasons ago, should give the properly built ama 
teur no small ray of hope, even tho there do 
not appear to be definite rules of success under- 
lying the perilous career of an atom in the un! 
verse of song publishing.
